Per order of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on January 22, 2008, 
Examiner's decision to reject claims 17, 22-29 over the prior arts under 35 U.S.C. § 
103 (a) has been vacated and the rejection of claims 18-21 and 33 over the prior art 
has been reversed.
